THE EIRE STATION, which was 
originally estimated to cost (77,700, 
has gone up in price because of 
the increase in wages in the build 
ing trades, and now, according to 
Architect John Clark, the estimate 
is closer to HU.000 
Bids will be let for the land 
scaping and site development of 
the new city hall, which will run 
in excess of *56,628 for the project 
Bids have been received for the 
landscaping from six nursery com­ 
panies and It is recommended by 
the administration to accept a bid 
of (12,842 55 made by Neel's Nur­ 
sery of Palm Springs, fo r site de­ 
velopment bids, only two were re­ 
ceived 
William Foster, (43.788; 
and Press Construction, (47,404. 


FOR PARKING meters for the 
new municipal lot at the rear of 
the Oasis building, the Duncan 
Meter Company has been recom­ 
mended by the city administra­ 
tion with a bid of (1,243.24 for 23 
manual meters. This was not the 
lowest bid «ubmitted, as the other 
bid from Mark-Time Meter Com­ 
pany was for (1,088, but it has no 
parts or maintenance service and 
no installations in California. 
Ten bids were received from 
truck dealers for the replacement 
of five and addition of one truck 
to the city's fleet. Low bidder was 
Kenny Paul of Palm Springs with 
a total bid of (11.080.42. followed

Now at Crucial Fork in Road

PARIS Ml — The Western al­ 
liance is at a crucial lork «in the

against Russian military agres­ 
sion. 
Mounting defense costs and con­ 
fidence in the war-deterring pow 
er of nuclear bombs have kicked 
off a "great debate" on the need 
for strong ground forces on the 
Central European front near the 
iron Curtain. 
Political leaders may have to 
decide soon whether to move to­ 
ward even heavier reliance on 
air-atomic power to thwart Rus­ 
sian designs, or to go on building 
up the ground force shield as vital 
additional insurance. 


CHANGES IN NORTH Atlantic 
Treaty Organization defense plans 
seem inevitable to some author­ 
ities. But they say it is too early 
to speculate on the effects on 'he 
7th U.S. Army, a 125,000 — man 
force operating in West Germany 
at an annual cost of $1.200,100,000, 
and comprising the largest single 
national force in NATO.

all. Known as th e International Geo­ 
physical Y ear this unprecedented co­ 
operative study th at w ill actually last 
for eighteen month* m ay have within 
it the germ of real hope for a peaceful 


world. 
Millions of laym en to w hom science is 
ju st a puzzle could not be expected to 
show m uch excitem ent, but to the ten 
thousand participating scientists in *11 
p a rts of the world th ere was genuine 
pxcitem ent as the stu d y began. T here 
w ere o th ers who could appreciate the 
m agnitude of the effort an d the contri­ 
bution it m ay m ake to m ankind. P rep a­ 
rations for this first pro g ram of in te r­

cooperation

IGY will be the launching of earth 
satellites, with both Russia ’and this 
country engaged in som ew hat of a race 
to launch objects into o u ter space. Al­ 
though only about the size of a basket­ 
ball these satellites will travel around 
the world for from two weeks to per­ 
haps two or three m onths sending back 
all sorts of data on o u ter spare. O bser­ 
vation posts for keeping tab on the 
satellites have been established around 
the globe. It is possible th at people in 
certain parts of the world will he able 
to even see tin» tiny speck in the even­ 
ing sky. 
E isenhow er Hopeful 
President Eisenhow er has aptly call­ 
ed th* Internation Geophysical Year a 
"great adventure."

Teachers Believe Spelling Is Below Their Dignity, So Students Suffer 


NEW YORK ‘IB—A new explana­ 
tion of why acience courses are 
not popular with college students 
wss offered today. It is because 
so many students le. ve elementary 
and high schools unable to spell 
even the most simple words 
Ur. Kenneth B 
M. Crooks, 
a 
professor of zoology, told the an­ 
nual meeting of the American As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Scietce, that for soma years a de­ 
pressing proportion of his college 
students use the following spellings 
among others no less shocking;

Ga., 
blamed the whole teaching set-up 
in elementary and high schools. 
He's 'been studying the misrpell- 
in p of college scie n c students for 
26 years, hq said, adding: "It is 
well known that college students 
do not read, write or comprehend 
as well as they shou’d. This study 
proves that they 
cannot 
spelt, 
e ther."

ness and laziness are apparently 
encouraged 
in

school rooms." Furtherm ore, "m ost 
school teachers evidently feel that 
the teaching of ! pell»., is beneath 
their dignity. He.ice. pepita who 
hava learned to spell have prob­ 
ably taught themselves, or have 
learned In spite of their teacher»." 
He said many youngsters come 
to college without knowing the al­

Frozen Candy to Appear 
On Market Shelves Soon 


By JEANNE LESEM 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
NEW YORK — IW — Frozen 
candy will have an important place 
on grocery shopping lists within 
the next year or two. just as reg­ 
ular candy—in bars, boxes cr bags 
—does now. 
A spokesman for the candy in­ 
dustry, Don Gussow, said that ex­ 
periments with fast freezing of 
candy are 
so encouraging that 
some frozen sweeLs m ay be avail­ 
able throughout the country In as 
little as a year. Test-marketing al­ 
ready has begun in some areas. 
Gussow. editer and publisher of 
the Candy Industry and Confec­ 
tioners' Journal, said that even 
the all-time favorite flavor—choc­ 
olate—can be sold in frozen form, 
now 
that 
candy 
manufacturers 
have developed chocolate-flavored 
coatings using oils other than co­ 
coa butter. 


This innovation isn’t expected fo 
make much of a change in the 
shopping picture. Since the decline 
of penny candy counters, which 
were patronized largely by chil­ 
dren. mother has bought most of 
the candy for the family during 
her regular trips to the neighbor­ 
hood superm arket. 
The U. S. Commerce Depart­ 
ment reports that today the candy 
shopping list at the m arket is 


longer than ever 
before—it 
ac­ 
counts for 35 per cent of the candy 
sales which last year provided 17.4 
pounds of candy for every person 
in the United States. 
This was the highest per capita 
consumption since 1950, when 18 4 
pounds were reported. The one 
year when candy consumption was 
at its 
highest was 
1944, 
giving 
some weight to the theory that we 
eat more sweets in times of stress. 
During the war year of 1944, the 
average topped 20 pounds. 


Candy has both friends and en­ 
emies in modern living. Television 
has increased candy appetites, but 
"unquestionably, diets and the em ­ 
phasis on weight have hurt candy 
sales." Gussow said. 
But he said these factors have 
not 
changed flavor preferences; 
chocolate with almonds is still the 
leading combination, with one re­ 
gional variation — Easterners pr •- 
fer dark chocolates and W estern­ 
er» the milk variety. 
Fanny 
Farm e-, 
the 
largest 
manufacturing 
retailer 
in 
the 
country, said there's another re­ 
gional difference: Westerners like 
their boxed candy in bigger pieces 
than their Eastern cousins. 
Women make up about three- 
fourths of the customers of the big 
candy store chain, except on such 
special occasions as St. Valentine s 
Day and Christmas.

tlnuously for eentrsl business dis 
trict off-street parking, hut readily 
admitted that businessmen could 
not afford to stand the expense 
of a parking district In their aren 
The operation of an eight-mnnths 
season and the margin of profit 
ia narrow. 
He further said that 
most property owners who would 
have to put in parking would re­ 
vert the cost back to the lessee 
of tha building. 


PLANNING DIRECTOR Ranes 
listed as an example of a badly 
congested area the intersection at 
Palm Canyon Drive and Tahquitz. 
In this immediate area is located 
the library, museum, 
a motion 
picture house, a restaurant, and a 
large drug atora. 
A request was made to add a 
cocktail bar In the area without 
additional parking, and the coun­ 
cil at first put Its foot down by 
protesting the license. 
Council­ 
man Ruth llardy, realizing that 
the protest could hurt a local 
businessman, suggested that "an 
in-lieu payment" could be made 
toward a parking district, thereby 
aiding in setting up a district at 
a later date. 


IN LIEU PAYMENTS for park 
ing were Initiated by the council 
a short time back when a local 
businessman, without 
any 
adja 
cent properly that could be used 
for parking space, wanted to re­ 
build ond enlarge at the present 
location. 
He waa able to obtain 
a variance by paying a specific 
amount into an off-street parking 
fund. 
Many 
businesses 
have 
contributed to thia 
fund since 
that time. 


This “ in lieu" 
payment 
fund 
now has a total of 111,000 and 
combined with a percentage ot 
parking meter receipta provides 1 
total off-street parking fund of 
$50,300,OS. The 
last 
fiscal year 
showed a total of UK.242 in parking 
meter receipts. 


THE COUNCIL this year ap 
proved the taking over of the 
Oasis parking lot. and plans to 
turn It into the city's first muni­ 
cipal parking lot with meters in- 
stal'ed 
on 
it. 
Completion 
is 
scheduled for next season. 
The 
extension ot Tahquitz Drive, lust 
west of Indian, Avenue, has been 
used lor parking during the past 
couple ot years and tha spaces 
art metered with two-hour met 
era.

Members of the council have 
repeatedly stated that they do not 
have the money to spend for off- 
street parking lots, and could not 
set a precedent by helping with 
the establishment of one lot and 
then not be able to do it through­ 
out the central business district. 
This is why the local property 
owners must establish their own 
assessment district to a c q u i r e 
parking lots. 


IN THE CASE of the Peveler 
lot, which drew so much fire from 
neighboring businessmen, the city 
owned the lot and was willing to 
sell it to a district if ona could 
have been set up. 
But. as hard and as long as 
they tried they were not able to 
get enough property owners to- 
nether to establish the district on 
the eve of council action to ap­ 
prove the Peveler lot as the site 
of a new fire station. Attorney 
Robert Schlesinger completed the 
petition for the setting up of an 
assessment district, but 
it only 
called for a part payment, with 
the city 
donating 
the 
balance 
This was refused by council, and 
another parking lot district died 
a natural death. 
The next step in planning is up 
to the businessmen and property 
owners of the community, with 
council and the planning commis­ 
sion offering all possible assist 
ance.

Truman Aides 


For Laxity 


NEW 
YORK aft 
— Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell Jr. has 
accused the Truman administra­ 
tion of neglecting to enforce crim­ 
inal laws against labor racketeer­ 
ing, according • to a New York 
Times dispatch from London. 
Brownell, who la attending the 
American Bar Association meet­ 
ing In London, said the Kiaenhower 
administration found that criminal 
laws were not being enforced in 
several important areas, includ­ 
ing labor racketeering, when it 
came into power in 1652, the Times 
said. 
Brownell said that since he took 
over from Truman’s attorney jen- 
eral, Paul P. McGranery, there 
have been more than 200 prosecu­ 
tions of labor racketeers. 
He said there was a great need 
for reform in criminal procedure 
and predicted that there would be 
more progress in reform in the 
next decade than in any compar­ 
able period in the past.

"You know, man. ws were just 
havin’ soms fun," said Howard, 
who served as "judge" In the 
trial. "We didn't mean to kill 
him ” 
Police Chief William Faulstich 
said Ihe three "have no more re­ 
morse than if they’d killed a fly." 
Three other men who acted as 
"jurors" in the trial were Walter 
White. 
22. Alfred Martinez, 21. 
and Ernest Lopez, 20. They said 


YOUNG INCURRED the hostili­ 
ty of his cellmates apparently be­ 
cause he considered them "crim­ 
inals" and beneath his notice. On 
many occasions, he did not reply 
to their jibes. 
Coroner Paul B 
Jensen sug­ 
gested that Young did not reply 
simply because he was hard of 
hearing His hearing aid was in 
the jail safe with his other per­ 
sonal effects. 
After being found guilty at his 
"trial," Young s cellmates strung 
him lo the top cell bar with a 
blanket 
and pushed him off a 
bunk. His 170-pound weight ripped

blanket.

Mexico City Normal Again 
As Aftershocks Cease Today

ening series of aftershocks ceased 
ioday and Mexico City rapidly re­ 
turned to normal.
